Pair each Nos3V4 mm and 4 mm Milward needles and No3V4 
mm and 4 mm (length 80 cm) Milward circular pin. 

No 3 50 mm Milward crochet hook. 

3 buttons for Matinee Coat. 

3 buttons for Dress. 

Length of ribbon for Bonnet and Bootees. 

Tension 

On No 4 mm needles, 24 sts and 23 rows to 1 0 cm (patt). 

Caution 

It is essential to work to the stated tension, and we cannot 
accept responsibility for the finished product if any yarn other 
than the specified yarns are used. 

Abbreviations 

K=knit; P=purl; st=stitch; yfwd=yarn forward; 
tog=together; inc=increase by working into front and back of 
stitch; dec=decrease by working 2 stitches together. 



beg=beginning; alt=alternate; rep=repeat; patt = pattern; 
cm=cenlimetres; in=inches; mm = millimetres; 
MS=Fairytale Misty DK; C = Fairytale Courtelle/Bri Nylon. 

M 1 =make a stitch by picking up horizontal loop lying before 
next stitch and working into back of it. 

T rellis 6 =TrelIis 6 as follows: slip next 6 sts on to right-hand 
needle letting extra loops drop, slip first 3 sis over last 3 sts 
placing remaining loops on left-hand needle, taking care not to 
twist or alter order of sts, K these 6 sts. 

T rellis 3 =T rellis 3 as follows: slip next 3 sts on to right-hand 
needle letting extra loops drop, slip first st over 2nd and 3rd sis 
placing remaining loops on left-hand needle, taking care not to 
twist or alter order of sts, K these 3 sts. 

dc=double crochet. 

Note 

Carry yarn not in use loosely upside of work. 

Matinee coat 

SLEEVES 

With No 3'A mm needles and C, cast on 30 sts. 
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Work 4 rows in garter stitch (every row K, noting that first row 
is wrong side). 

Next row— (K2, M 1 ) 1 4 times, K2 (44 sts). 

Change to No 4 mm needles, join in MS and work in patt as 

follows: 1st row — (Right side), in MS, K1, * K winding yarn 3 
times round needle; rep from * to last st, K1 . 

2nd row — In MS. K1, * Trellis 6; rep from* to last st, K1.3rd 
and 4th rows — In C, K. 5th row — In MS, as 1 st. 

6th row — In MS, K1, Trellis 3, * Trellis 6; repfrom’^ tolast4 
sts, Trellis 3, K1 . 7th and 8th rows^ — InC, as 3rd and 4th. 

These 8 rows form patt. 

Continue in patt until Sleeve measures approx 1 5 cm down 
centre, ending with a 4th or 8th patt row. 

** Shape armholes as follows; 1st row — InC, cast off 3 sts, K 
to end . 2nd row — In C, cast off 3 sts, P to end. 

3rd row — In C, K2tog. K to last 2 sts, K2tog. 4th row — In MS. 
K. 5th row — In MS, P2tog, P to last 2 sts, P2tog. 6th row — In 
C, K.** 

Leave remaining 34 sts on a spare needle. 

BACK AND FRONTS 

(Worked in one piece to armholes) 

With No 3Va mm needles and C, cast on 1 60 sts. 

Work 4 rows in garter stitch. 

Next row— K6, M 1 . (K7, M 1 ) 2 1 times, K7 (1 82 sts). 

Change to No 4 mm needles and work in patt as on Sleeves 
until work measures approx 1 3 cm, ending with a 4th or 8th 
patt row. 

Divide for Back and Fronts as follows; Next row — InC, K42, 
slip these sts on a spare needle, cast off 6 sts, K to last 48 sts, 
slip these sts on a spare needle, cast off 6 sts, K to end. 

Continue on first set of sts for Left Front as follows; Next 
row — In C. P2, (P2tog, P3) 8 times. Next row — In C, K2tog, K 
to end. Next row — In MS, K. Next row — In MS, P2tog, Pto 
end. Next row — In C, K. 

Leave remaining 32 sts on a spare needle. 

With wrong side facing, rejoin C to centre 86 sts for Back and 
P4, (P2tog. P3) 1 5 times, P2tog, P5. 

Rep3rd to 6th row of shaping as on Sleeves. 

Leave remaining 66 sts on a spare needle. 

With wrong side facing, rejoin C to remaining sts for Right 
Front and P2, (P2tog, P3) 8 times. 

Work to match Left Front, reversing shapings. 

YOKE 

With No 4 mm circular pin and C, work across sts of right front 
as follows: K1, (K2tog, K2) 7 times, K2tog, K1, K across sts 
from right sleeve. K sts from back as follows: K2. (K2tog, K2) 

1 6 times. K across sts from left sleeve, K sts of left front as 
follows: K1, {K2tog. K2) 7 times. K2tog, Kl (166 sts). 

Working backwards and forwards, work as follows: Next 
row — In C, P. 

Now work in patt as follows: 1st row — InC, K. 2nd row — In 
MS, K. 3rd row — In MS. P. 4th and 5th rows — In C, as 1 st. 
6th row — InC, P. 

Next row — InC, K3, (K2tog, Kl ) 54 times. Kl (1 12 sts). 

Work rows 2 to 6 once more. 

Next row — InC, K3, (K2tog, Kl) 36 times, Kl (76 sts). 

Work rows 2 to 6 once more. 



Next row— InC. (K2tog, K1)11 times, (K2tog)4times, 

(K2tog, Kl ) 1 1 times, K2tog (49 sts). Next row— In C, P. 

Change to No 3Va mm circular pin and in C K 5 rows. Cast off. 

MAKE UP AND BORDERS 

Do not press. 

Join armhole and sleeve seams. 

Button Border: With No 3 V4 mm needles and C, cast on 6 sts. 

Work in garter stitch until strip, when slightly stretched, fits up 
front edge to cast off sts. 

Sew in position asyou go along. Castoff. 

Buttonhole Border: Work as for Button Border with the 
addition of 3 buttonholes, first to come at first MS ridge, last to 
come 1 cm from cast off edge, remaining one in centre. 

First mark position of buttons on Button Border with pinsto 
ensure even spacing, then work buttonholes to correspond. 

To make a buttonhole — K2, cast off 2, K to end and back 
casting on 2 over those cast off. 

Sew on buttons. 

Dress 

SLEEVES 

With No 314 mm needles and C, cast on 33 sts. 

Work4 rows in garter stitch (every row K, noting that first row 
is wrong side). 

Nextrow— K2.M1, (K3, Ml ) lOtimes. Kl (44 sts). 

Change to No4 mm needles and work the 8 patt rows as for 
Sleeves of Matinee Coat. 

Now work as for Sleeves of Matinee Coat from * * to * * (34 
sts). 

Leave remaining sts on a spare needle. 

FRONT 

With No 3’/4 mm needles and C, cast on 1 00 sts and work 4 
rows in garter stitch. 

Next row— K5. M 1 , (K6, M 1 ) 1 5 times, K5 (1 1 6 sts). 

Change to No 4 mm needles and work in patt as for Sleeves 
of Matinee Coat until work measures approx 24 cm, ending 
with a 4th or 8th patt row. *** 

Shape armhole as follows: 1st row — InC. cast off 3 sts, K to 
end. 2nd row — In C, cast of 3 sts, P5 (including st on needle), 
{P2tog, P3) 20 times, P5. 

3rd row — In C, K2tog, K to last 2 sts, K2tog. 4th row — In MS, 

K, 5th row — In MS, P2tog, P to last 2 sts, P2tog. 6th row — In 
C, K. 

Leave remaining 86 sts on a spare needle. 

BACK 

Work as for Front to ***. 

Shape armholes and dividefor opening as follows; Next 
row — InC, cast off 3 sts, K53 (including st already on needle), 
turn and leave remaining sts on a spare needle. 

Continue on these sts as follows: Next row — In C, P5, (P2tog, 
P4) 7 times. P2tog. P4. Next row — In C, K2tog. K to end. Next 
row — In MS, K. Next row — In MS. P2tog, P to end. Next 
row— InC, K. 

Leave remaining 43 sts on a spare needle. 

With right side facing, rejoin C to remaining sts. slip centre 4 
sts on a safety-pin, K to end. 

Work to match first side, reversing shapings. 
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BACK 

Work as for Front to ***. 

Shape armholes and dividefor opening as follows: Next 
row — InC, cast off3sts, K53 (including st already on needle), 
turn and leave remaining sts on a spare needle. 

Continue on these sts as follows: Next row — InC, P5. (P2tog, 
P4) 7 times. P2tog, P4. Next row — InC. K2tog, K to end. Next 
row — In MS. K. Next row — In MS, P2tog, P to end. Next 
row — In C. K. 

Leave remaining 43 sts on a spare needle. 

With right side facing, rejoin C to remaining sts. slip centre 4 
sts on a safety-pin, K to end. 

Work to match first side, reversing shapings. 

YOKE 

With right side facing. No 4 mm circular pin and C, work across 
sts from left back as follows: K5, (K2tog) 17 times, K4, Ksts 
from left sleeve. Ksts from front as follows: K10, (K2tog)33 
times, K1 0, K sts from right sleeve. K sts from right back as 
follows: K5. (K2tog) 1 7 times. K4 (173 sts). 

Next row — InC, P. 

Work 6 rows in patt as for Yoke of Matinee Coat. 

Next row — InC, (K1, K2tog) 57 times, K2 (1 16 sts). 

Work rows 2 to 6 of yoke patt as on Matinee Coat. 

Next row— InC, (Kl, K2tog) 38 times, K2 (78 sts). 

Work rows 2 to 6 of yoke patt as on Matinee Coat. 

Next row — In C, (Kl, K2tog) 1 1 times, (K2tog)6times. 

(K2tog, Kl ) 1 1 times (50 sts). Next row — In C, P. 

Change to No 314 mm circular pin and in C, K 5 rows. Cast 
off. 

MAKE UP AND BORDERS 

Do not press. 

Join armhole, side and sleeve seams. 

Button Border: With No3V4 mm needles and C. cast on 6 sts 
and work in garter stitch until strip, when slightly stretched, fits 
up back opening. Sew in position as you go along. Castoff. 

Buttonhole Border: With right side facing, No 3Va mm 
needles and C, K 4 sts from safety-pin inc 2 sts evenly (6 sts). 

Work in garter stitch as for Button Border with the addition of 3 
buttonholes, first to come 1 cm up from opening, last 1 cm 
from top, remaining one In centre. 

First mark position of buttons on Button Border with pins to 
ensure even spacing, then work buttonholes to correspond. 

To makea buttonhole — K2, cast off 2, K to end and back 
casting on 2 sts over those cast off. 

Neatly stitch Button Border to base of opening on wrong side. 
Sew on buttons. 

Bonnet 

With No 314 mm needles and C. cast on 60 sts and work 4 rows 
garter stitch (every row K, noting that first row is wrong side). 



Next row — (K4, Ml ) 14 times. K4 (74 sts). 

Change to No4 mm needles and work in patt as for Sleeves 
of Matinee Coat until Bonnet measures approx 1 0 cm, ending 
with a 4th or 8th patt row. Break MS. 

Continue in C only. Shape crown as follows: 1st 
row — K2tog, K4, K2tog, (KIO, K2tog) 5 times, K4, K2tog. 

2nd and every alt row — K. 3rd row — (K9, K2tog) 6 times. 5th 
row — (K8, K2tog) 6 times. 7th row — (K7, K2tog) 6 times. 

Continue dec thus until 1 2 sts remain. 

Next row — K. Next row — (K2tog) 6 times (6 sts). 

Break yarn, thread through remaining sts, draw up tightly and 
fasten off securely. 

TO MAKE UP 

Do not press. 

Join back seam from crown to start of patt. 

With right side facing, crochet hook and C, work 1 row dc along 
loweredge of Bonnet, turn and work 1 row more in dc. Fasten 
off. 

Sew ribbon to sides, leaving ends to tie. 

Bootees 

With No 3V4 mm needles and C, cast on 26 sts and work 5 rows 
in garter stitch (every row K, noting that first row is wrong 
side). 

Change to No4 mm needles and work 1 6 rows in patt as for 
Sleeves of Matinee Coat. 

Next row — In C, Kl , (yfwd, K2tog) 1 2 times, Kl . Next 
row — In C, P. 

Next row — Slip first 9 sts on a safety-pin, in MS, K8, turn. 

Next row — In MS, Kl, P6, Kl . Next row — K. 

Rep last 2 rows 3 times more, then 1st row again. Break MS. 

With right side facing and C, K9 sts from safety-pin, knitup9 
sts along side of instep, KacrossSstson needle, knitup9sts 
from other side of instep, K9 (44 sts). 

Work9 rows in garterstitch. 

Shapefoot as follows; 1st row — Kl, K2tog, K16, K2tog, K2, 
K2tog, Kl 6, K2tog, Kl . 2nd row— K. 3rd row— Kl , K2tog, 

Kl 4, K2tog, K2, K2tog, Kl 4, K2tog, Kl . 4th row— K. Cast off. 

TO MAKE UP 

Do not press. 

Join foot and back seams. 

Thread ribbon through holes at ankles.
